I Substitutes for Homes 
1 .A state law controls houses but 
I “land .sweaters,” as Dr. .Aronovici 
I calls those who “create not homes, 
hut storage places for people who 
.stay in them only between a movie 
.show at night and work the next 
j day,” are almost unregulated, 
j “What I call ‘bungling courts,’ 
with collapsible morals, marriages, 
beds, baby carriages, and perhaps 
some day collapsible babies, are 
blighting all our state. They orig¬ 
inated in Los .Angeles district but 
they are creeping north anil land 
sweaters who own them and the 
epaitinent houses where people 
exist but do not have homes, are 
to blame for much that is wrong 
in our present civilization.” 

“There is very little control of 
the quality of construction ex¬ 
cept for fire protection,” the doc¬ 
tor continued, “and it is aften 
regrettable that many structures 
are so protected, for the best 
thing that could happen to the 
community woulil be for them to 
burn UD. Protection is needed 
tor high sanitation and good- 
sizeil room.s. Don’t concentrate 
a family like a pill. We write 
poetry about homes, and in the.se 
f.ays there are many which are not 
good for much el.se. for they are 
too small for any other use. .An 
'apartment house is nothing more 
than a tenement with a fancy 
name and front on it, and is in¬ 
consistent with all our needs and 
ideals in Southern California 
where we have plenty of land and 
where the single family dwelling 
should be paramount. 

Permanent Residents Needed 

“People who come here look 
fir.st at our houses. They want 
to know how people are living and 
the homes that we make show the 
whole gamut of our civic life. 
Single family dwellers are mostly 
permanent residents, and it is per¬ 
manent residents and not the 
floaters of apartment house type 
that build up our churches , our 
schools and the other great public 
assets of our communities. 

“Conditions in Los .Angeles and 
in all the cities of the country 
are more or less similar hut north¬

This 
sweeping statement is made by a 
speaker at the state convention of 
women’s clubs.

There are folks who 
apply themselves to their daily 
tasks, and who are healthily tired 
when they go to bed at night. 
There are mothers who take an 
interest in bringing up the chil¬ 
dren and see that their ears are 
washed before they go to school 
and that they get their proper 
rations every day, and that they 
are safely tucked away in bed. 

These folks are too busy with 
u.«eful occupations to view with 
alarm and to sound clarion calls 
and head the movement for this 
or that worthy enterprise, but 
they’re on the job.
